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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-14 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 04 Sept 2003 
(09/04/2003) fails to comply with the provisions of 37 CFRL97, 
1.98 and MPEP § 609 because the document has no English 
translation. It has been placed in the application file, but 
the information referred to therein has not been considered as 
to the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of any re- 
submission of any item of information contained in this 
information disclosure statement or the submission of any 
missing element (s) will be the date of submission for purposes 
of determining compliance with the requirements based on the 
time of filing the statement, including all certification 
requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1.97(e). See MPEP

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 
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4. Claim 14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

5. Claim 14 recites the limitation "the information templates" 
in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-6, 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Piosenka et al (U.S. 4,993,068). 

As per claims 1 and 8, Piosenka et al discloses 
constructing a first information packet which comprises identity 
credence information and biometrics information; selecting an 
asymmetric encryption, and digitally ciphering said first 
information packet with a private key to generate a second 
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information packet; and storing said second information packet 
generated by ciphering into a medium to produce said identity 
credence (see column 10 line 65 through column 11 line 9 and 
Figure 3A) . 

As per claims 2 and 9, Piosenka et al discloses the step of 
digitally ciphering said first information packet with said 
private key comprises the step of encrypting said first 
information packet with said private key to generate said second 
information packet, and wherein said second information packet 
includes the encrypted first information packet (see column 10 
line 65 through column 11 line 9 and Figure 3A) . 

As per claims 3 and 10, Piosenka et al discloses the step 
of digitally ciphering said first information packet with said 
private key comprises the step of performing digital signature 
on said first information packet with said private key to 
generate said second information packet, and wherein said, second 
information packet includes both said first information packet 
and said digital signature (see column 7 lines 12-14) . 

As per claims 4 and 11, Piosenka et al discloses the 
biometrics information is fingerprint information, eye iris 
information, eyeground information, or palm print information 
(see column 3 lines 44-48) . 
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As per claims 5 and 12, Piosenka et al discloses the 
asymmetric encryption is RSA algorithm, Pohlig-Hellman 
algorithm, Rabin algorithm, ElGamal algorithm, or PGP algorithm 
(see column 5 lines 60-61) . 

As per claims 6 and 13, Piosenka et al discloses the medium 
is an IC card, a disk, or a network database (see column 6 lines 
40-48) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not' identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter ■ pertains . Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 7 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Piosenka et al as applied to claims 1 
and 8 above, and further in view of Gullman et al (U.S. 
5,280,527) . 

As per claims 7 and 14, Piosenka et al fails to disclose 
the biometrics information includes a plurality of information 
templates . 
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However, Gullman et al teaches the use of a plurality of 
information templates (see column 5 lines 57-65) . 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to 
a person of ordinary skill in the art to use Gullman et al's 
biometric information templates in the biometric storing method 
of Piosenka et al . 

Motivation to do so would have been to use one or more of 
the templates to identify a person (see Gullman et al column 5 
lines 57-65) .
